“ Treasury Believes by Keeping Its House in Order it Can Best 
Aid Europe at Present Time” ; Liberty Bonds 
Increase Greatly in Value

Washington, Dec. 6.— Secretary of the Treasury Mellon to­ 
day informed congress that no additional federal taxes will be 
necessary during the coming year, if a policy of rigid economy is 
enforced. 
In his annual report on the financial operations of the govern­ 
ment during the last fiscal year, the secretary strongly urged one 
reduction in tuxes—a f>0 p« *r rent cut In the present surtax levies on big In 
conies. 
The present m aximum surtax rate is 50 per cent, which applies to 
Incomes of $200,OoO a year and over. 
Mellon suggested that the maximum 
he fixed at 25 per cent, and the other rates on incom es below $200,000 re­ 
duced accordingly. 
T aking direct issue with the farm him which w as largely 
responsible for the present rates. Mellon asserted that the high levies arc 
restricting business expansion and that just as much revenue could he ob­ 
tained by cutting them in half.

Strongly Urged One Reduction in Taxes, a 50 Per Cent Cut in 
the Present Surtax Levies on Big Incomes, Re­

“ Treasury Believes by Keeping Its House in Order it Can Best 
Aid Europe at Present Time” ; Liberty Bonds 
Increase Greatly in Value

Washington, Dec. 6.— Secretary of the Treasury Mellon to­ 
day informed congress that no additional federal faxes will be 
necessary during the coming year, if a policy of rigid economy is 
enforced. 
In his annual report on the financial operations of the govern­ 
ment during the last fiscal year, the secretary strongly urged one 
reduction in taxes—a 50 per cent cut in the present surtax levies on big in­ 
comes. 
The present maximum surtax rate is 50 per cent, which applies to 
incomes of $200,000 a year and over. 
Mellon suggested that the maximum 
be fixed at. 25 per cent, and the other rates on incomes below $200,000 re­ 
duced accordingly. Taking direct issue with the farm bloc which was largely 
responsible for the present rates, Mellon asserted that the high levies are 
restricting business expansion and that just as much revenue could he ob­ 
tained by cutting them in half. 
Other outstanding points of the sec­ 


retary’s report were: 


1. 
The country already is suffering 
from a scarcity of labor, due to immi­ 
gration restriction and the general re­ 
sumption of industrial activity, with 
the consequence of higher wages than 
last year and greater manufacturing 
costs. 
2. 
The railroads are suffering from 
undermaintenauce 
and 
inadequate 
equipment, and are unable to meet the 
demands of business.

Farm products are selling too 
low at the farm and too high at the 
distributing centers.

The country has increased its 
gold supply more than $1,000,000,000 
during the last two years and this has 
tended to increase speculation and un­ 
natural expansion of business.

Further issuance of tax-exempt 
securities, which now total approxi­ 
mately $11,000,000,000 and are increas- 


marked by further liquidation and re­ 
covery from depression, and, more re 
cently, by a substantial revival of bus­ 
iness,” said Mellon. 
“Prices of commodities have risen 
materially and inventories generally 
are low, the volume of business has 
been mounting to higher levels, and 
labor throughout the country is again 
fully employed. 
The year is closing 
with bountiful crops, and the severe 
depression in agriculture has been re­ 
lieved. 
“A few weak spots remain, but bank­ 
ing conditions generally 
are sound, 
money rates are reasonable, and there 
is sufficient credit available to meet 
all legitimate demands. 
In the treas­ 
ury the year has seen a reduction in 
tile gross debt amounting 
to 
about 
$1,000,000,000, a balanced budget for 
the fiscal year 1022, showing a sur­ 
plus of over $300,000,000 above expen-

N o th in g will be much better receiv ed by the America n peo ple 
than the a nno uncement tha t the new budg et ca lls fo r the ex pendi­ 
ture cf less mo ney tha n a ny tha t ha s been submitted since the end 
of the wa r. The a dministra tio n’s effo rts to reduce the co sts 
of 
government 
a re bea ring fruit. 
There is, hewever, a danger in a demand that ex penditures 
be cut to the bone. 
President Harding, in dealing with the many 
activities of the government, 
so me of which are not really con­ 
nected with the government’s business but have been introduced 
by legislation passed at the behest 
o f the people, suggested that 
these were the cause of large ex penditures and that thev, in turn, 
called for vast ex penditures by counties and municipalities. Such 
a statement is true of the federal grants that are made for the 
purpose of road improvements,

Government Vocational School 
Ex-Service Men iffier Board's 
Direction

D espite the many attem pts that have been made by various 
interests to prevent the passing of the bill, by which the constitu­ 
tion of the Irish Free State would be proclaimed acceptable to the 
British people, the bill has passed its third reading in both houses 
and now awaits the signature of the British monarch. 
Inasmuch 
as the king proclaimed the desirability of such action in his mas­ 
sage at the opening of parliament, his acceptance of the measure 
is a m atter of form, and the Free State is an established fact so 
far as British procedure is concerned. 
Since the time in 1921 when Lloyd George called leaders of 
the Irish people into conference for the purpose of reaching some 
agreement* which would be satisfactory to both the English and 
Irish peoples; the altitude of the British parliament hurt been 
marked by a consistency that has not characterized England’s 
policy towards the Irish in past days. 
Although Lfoyd George suffered such a .serious defeat in an 
appeal to the people Of Great Britain, that he is not even the 
leader of the opposition in parliament at thiA tllne, the newly 
formed ministry lias followed his lead with regard to Irish affairs. 
There is hope in the oneness of opinion thai obtains iii Eng­ 
land at this time with regard to the centuries-PM Irish question. 
In the past attem pts to adopt a conciliatory policy hive been frus­ 
trated by the inability of the two factions irPttnglhnd to get to­ 
gether on any definite program. 
Ever since the time of the late 
William E w art Gladstone, the Unionists have been consistently 
opposed to any attempt to secure on independent Ireland. 
7ne future of Ireland is now with the Irish people. Whether 
the government of the Free Stale will be able to suppress the ir- 
reconcilables, and whether Ulster will enter the Free State, are 
questions that cannot yet be answered. 
The world will hope that 
the people of Ireland will come to an agreement, within the pro-, 
visions of the new constitution, that will guarantee Ireland’s fu- 
i i 
lure. 
Mech credit for the developments in the Irish situation must 
go to the premiers of the British colonies who, when in London 
in 1921, urged upon the premier of Great Britain the advisability 
of calling the Irish into conference with the hope of ending the 
age-long feud, to General Smuts of South Africa, who himself 
visited Ireland and recommended a policy of conciliation, and to 
Lloyd George who called the conferences out of which the Five 
State was born.

ROAD ATTRACTION— NOT A PICTURE 
THE adm inistration’s proposal for the relief of tho fanners 
of the nation, if made effective, and so direct that the benefits 
will be secured without those troublesome technicalities that so 
often go with legislation of this kind, will undoubtedly be of im­ 
mense value to the farmers of the nation. 
The proposal is of such a nature that, if adopted, it will assist 
the farm er to help himself, which is just what the farmer asks 
and needs. 
It is quite true thai the farmers of the country have 
had a bad time during the years since the war, but there is every 
reason to expect that things will be so adjusted in the near future, 
that next year will see an improvement that will be steady until 
the country recovers fully from the reaction that followed the 
flood of prosperity of w ar years. 
Legislation, such as the Norris hill, that would lead to the 
government going into the business of handling and disposing of 
the crops of the farmers of the nation, .would call for the govern­ 
m ent’s entering into a task that is beyond its province. 
Every 
business has its periods of prosperity and of depression and the 
government cannot be expected to run businesses that are suf­ 
fering from depression at the expense of the people of the country 
in general. 
It is not likely that farmers would wish the government to 
undertake such a task. 
What the farm ers do w ant is an oppor­ 
tunity to secure capital on reasonable terms that will enable them 
to get back on their feet following the hard years through which 
they have recently passed. The legislation proposed by the adm in­ 
istration will make this possible. 
The credits that have been ex­ 
tended to the farm ers by other legislation, have not accomplished 
w hat it was expected that they would, because of the fact that those 
who had the best credit were able to get help, even though they 
needed it less than their more unfortunate neighbors. 
Legislation that is now under consideration will be directed 
to the end of securing to the farm er, with the least possible inter­ 
ference of outside influences, small loans at a low rate of interest 
that are necessary to enable him to lift himself out of the place 
into which he has been forced by conditions. 
The nation will not 
undertake to market the crops, but will assist the farm er in his 
work, looking to the improved markets that are not far away in 
point of time.
